Sir Henry Drayton, Minister of Finance for Canada 
from 1919 till 1922, is shortly to arrive in Edmonton, head- 
ing a party of other wealthy eastern Canadians, urging that 
taxes be lightened by dismissing large numbers of civil ser- 
vants and putting them on the breadline. 

Of such are our great financial minds made.

The 
higher schedules of income taxation bear heavily on the very 
wealthy classes and has led to scandalous forms of evasion 
among the owners of bearer-bonds and of concealable in- 
comes.

New Monarch to be Crown- 


ed Following Obsequies 
Of Albert I. 


By ALBERT W. WILSON 
BRUSSELS, Belgium, Feb, 19— 
Little Belgium—a nation bowed in 
deepest mourning — made ready 
simultaneously today to bury a be- 
loved sovereign and crown his sor- 
rowing son. Albert I, King of the 
Belgians, who met tragic death at 
his favorite sport, mountain-climb- 
ing, will be honored with all the 
solemn pomp a grieving country 
can bestow on Thursday, Within 24 
hours after the obsequies, Crown 
Prince Leopold will become at 32 
the new king. 

The crown prince and princess, 
the former Princess Astrid of Swe- 
den, 28 years old, rushed to the 
royal castle at Laeken from Swit- 
zerland, arriving early today. 

Like Queen Elizabeth. prostrated 
by grief at the tragedy, they did not 
hear of the king’s fatal fall until

was unable to arrive as planned. 

Not until 7:30 am, when the 
church bells at Laeken, the site 
of the royal palace, tolled out the 
sad news and the word spread like 
wildfire through the capitol did the 
people know their monarch was 
dead. 

He passed away on the eve of the 
25th anniversary of his accession to 
the throne—a throne which he oc- 
cupied regally through the most 
terrible d#ys his country ever has 


known,

Prince Leopold—also beloved by his | 


people for his democracy—was 
away in Switzerland on a vacation 
with his royal consort, Princess 
Astrid 

Leopold, now the Duke of Brab- 
ant, will be crowncd King Leopold 
III. He set out posthaste from Adel- 
boden, Switzerland, for Brussels and 
will be officially proclaimed the 
king Friday, the day following the 
funeral for Albert I. 

King Albert found death as he 
had found life, in royal adventure. 

Towering over the fallen mon- 
arch was the 200-foot crag up whose 
concaved face the king had tried 
to climb.

commodity prices for farmers and 
restore wages and salaries to their 
former levels. Then with more 
backs to bear the taxation burden 
and with more money to pay taxes 
with, the situation will resolve it- 
self. 

The immediate step to which Sir 
Henry and his troupe should devote 
the remainder of their tour and en- 
ergies, is to see that the proposed 
central bank for Canada is a gov- 
ernment bank and not a bank own- 
ed and controlled by the bankers 
Without, a government-owned and 
controlled central bank using its 
powers to ensure ample and cheap 
money for the needs of trade in 
Canada the benefits of a real cen- 
tral bank may be further denied. 
Nothing in human nature, or in the 
history of Canadian banking, can 
lead anyone to expect that a pri- 
vately owned central bank can 
avoid being owned by the charter- 
ed banks and administered primar- 
ily in their interest. This is a work 
that Sir Henry is well qualified to 
lead in, by virtue of his experience 
as minister of finance from 1919 
till the close of 1922, and his famili- 
arity with the finance act. 

The finance act, passed as a war 
measure and in effect during the 
whole period of Sir Henry's admin- 
istration of the finance department, 
is a measure wholly in the interest 
of the banks. Even the government 
is hog-tied by it, so that of the gov- 
ernment needs money on the credit 
of the nation, it must go to.the 
banks and petition them to get the 
money from the treasury for them 
This they do at a profit to them- 
selves. The procedure is for the 
government to give the bank its 
treasury notes. The bank takes the 
government treasury noles tu the 
treasury department, borrowing on 
them Dominion notes at 3 or 3% 
per cent. interest, and then lending 
the government its own bank notes, 
prorcured on government security, 
and charging it 2 per cent. service 
charge. 

It will be recalled that Premier 
Bennett recently obtained $35,000,000 
in this way. Two per cent interest 
on $35,000,000 comes to $700,000 a 
year—which would pay quite a few 
civil servants salaries, or relieve 
taxation. 

The Finance Act virtually makes 
the chartered banks the owners of 
the national credit. They sell back 
to the people their own credit for 
two per cent. Though under the 
Dominion Notes Act, the issue of 
Durninion notes is rigidly control- 
led, there is no limitation to their 
issuance under the Finance Act. 

Sir Henry will recall that while 
the treasury advances to the banks 
in 1914 under the Finance Act were 
$12,767,500 they rose under hjs ad- 
ministration in 1920 to $123,689,025. 
It was this “dilution” of the national 
currency that drove Canada off the 
gold standard in 1929, despite the ef- 
forts of the Government to retain 
the gold standard in Canada 

It is time the national credit was 
used for the national welfare in- 
stead of bankers’ welfare; that 
money raised against the national 
credit be controlled in the nationai 
instead of sectional interest. 

Instead of pursuing the civil ser- 
vanis and demanding their heads 
for the relief of himself and his 
class, Sir Henry might better use 
his acknowledged abilities and 
knowledge of finance, to head a 
demand that the proposed central 
bank be a government bank in the 
nationgl interest, instead of a pri- 
vate bank in the interest of its 
owners. 

With a flow of cheap money 
under the control of a government- 
owned central bank, Canada could 
work out its own economic salva-

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MAKE IT THOROUGH 

Hon. H. H. Stevens has been chosen chair- 
man of the special committee of parliament 
selected to investigate certain aspects of the in? 
dustrial “crisis.’ He is the right man for the 
job, provided the job is to be made thorough, 
and not only partial. Mr. Stevens knows quite 
well what mainly is the matter with Canadian 
industries. 

The resolution which instructs the commit- 
tee to make the enquiry is drawn in set terms. 
Rigid adherence to its carefully worded clauses 
would result in nothing more than a farcical 
investigation. There is not, for instance, a word 
in these clauses about the committee investigat- 
ing the orgy of stock-watering that has loaded 
our large industrial concerns with capital 
charges beyond any sane estimate of their 
normal earning power. But unless the commit- 
tee pries into that phase of our industrial de- 
velopment it will become the laughing-stock of 
the country. 

The chairman of the committee should do 
what it is said a preacher sometimes does; read 
his text and then “branch out” without regard 


to its literal limitations. The farther Mr. 
Stevens “branches out” from the text of the 
resolution, the more likely the investigation 


BUILDING CASTLES IN THE AIR 

Meeting in Chicago, executive heads of the 
principal railways in the United States decided 
to serve notice that a 15 per cent cut would 
be made in the wages of all classes of union 
railway labor. President Rocsevelt promptly 
intervened, countermanded the order, and told 
them wages must not be reduced. Cutting wages 
would not help the national recovery effort. 
Reduced buying power and better business 
conditions cannot travel together. 

Wages and salaries, in Canada as in the 
United States, will have to move upward—not 
downward—before there can be any such thing 
as a balanced, general, genuine and permanent 
improvement in conditions. President Roose- 
velt understands that, and has the courage to 
refuse to allow private greed or corporate 
blindness to kill the recovery movement by 
destroying the buying power which alone can 
sustain prices and business. 

Marking up prices of commodities only 
raises the cost of living. It thereby reduces the 
real wages of labor, unless wage rates go up 
.in keeping. Wages in Canada are being reduced 
at present by every increase in the price level 
announced with such acclaim at Ottawa as a 
sign of better times; because there is not a 
corresponding upward movement of wages. 
When prices move upward and wages down- 
ward at the same time, buying power is being 
destroyed at both ends, and business turn-over 
must of necessity shrink. 

The betterment of conditions, about which 
Canadians have . much in recent 
months, would be a good deal more convincing 
if there had been fewer reports of advancing 
prices and more reports of advancing wages. 
Hoisting the cost of living, while wages remain 
stationary or actually fall, is only building a 
castle in the air. Structures of that kind in- 
evitably collapse.

THE WAY OUT 

Opening his “crusade” at Brandon, Sir Henry 
Drayton told his hearers Canada has too much 
government, or too much government expend- 
iture, which in the practical working of things 
means the same. 

Thus our governments, federal, provincial 
and municipal, in 1931 spent the colossal sum 
of $1,500,000,000. According -to official figures 
issued by the department of trade and com- 
merce, “The 1931 income of the Canadian peo- 
ple was in the neighbourhood of $3,700,000,000,” 
Our governments in that year collected and 
spent nearly one-half the total income of the 


nation, Their spendings were $400,000,000 
more than the combined net production of 
agriculture, forestry, fisheries, trapping and 


mining. 

The following year, for which official fig- 
ures are not yet available, the national income 
slumped heavily, to perhaps two-thirds that of 
the former year; but the ordinary expenditures 
of our governments, aside from capital expend- 
itures, totalled $920,000,000, 

While Sir Henry was stressing the need of 
cutting down the costs of government, demands 
were being made in the legislature of Alberta 
that the Government of this province launch 
a construction program to give work and wages 
to our unemployed men. And throughout the 
Dominion similar demands ‘for large scale 
relief work expenditures were being made, as 
they have been made for three successive years.

From a superficial view, this of course is 
inconsistent; pressing demands for further 
expenditure when our governments are already 
over-spending, But that is only skimming the 
surface of the facts. Our governmental expend- 
itures have been and are disproportionately 
large; there is no doubt about that. Indefinite 
continuance means just one thing—national, 
provincial and municipal bankruptcy. But this 
is no time to call a halt. It is precisely the time 
when a halt cannot be called. Bankruptcy or 
no bankruptcy, people must be given an oppor- 
tunity to earn a living. If they cannot do that 
they cannot pay taxes. And if they cannot pay 
taxes government itself will go into dissolution. 


Canada can provide work and wages for its 
unemployed army, and also save itself from 
bankruptcy, if two things are done: 

First, if the people of Canada develop enough 
collective common sense to absolutely stop the 
spending of public money on capital account 
when times are good, conserving our cash and 
credit for use when times are bad; 


Second, if they will put an end to the ruin- 
ous and foolish practice of paying interest to 
private parties for the privilege of using the 
public credit, and instruct their national 
government to finance new construction enter- 
prises by issuing interest free money to cover 
the cost, cancelled by a sinking fund.

The Passing Show |Preventing Pneumonia| SIDE GLANCES - By George Clark

After a man has been a slave to spectacles 
for twenty-five years, and finds he can dd 


without them, he’s entitled to gloat. Better still, 
he’s entitled to tell his friends. If he writes a 
daily column for the newspapers he has a 
moral duty to tell his readers about it. That's 
the happy predicament I’m 
in. After having worn glasses 
for about a quarter of a cen- 
tury I discarded them a month 
ago, have managed to keep 
up my daily reading and feel 
rather pleased about it. That 
justifies telling the tale. 

Ten months or so ago I 
wrote a few paragraphs for 
this column about a very

making a pleasure of a sleepless night. 
looked into the rising sun for a few minutes 
and discussed the benefits I'd known of people 
who emulated the Indian braves (who emu- 
lated the eagle) and tried looking at the sun. 
One friend of mine, a medical doctor of thirty 


years practice, after trying the experiment 
pitched away his glasses. Unfortunately he 
acquired other radical ideas in health matters, 
including the idea that a healthy person is not 
made healthier by putting filthy pus from 
animal sores into his bloodstream. This led to 
his union cancelling his ticket, so perhaps he 
isn't a good example to quote. 

Among the letters from readers, was one 
from a man who told of having been greatly 
benefitted by a series of eye exercises. He fol- 
lowed up the letter by recently sending me a 
copy of a book, “Perfect Sight Without Glasses” 
by W. H. Bates, M.D., the scientist credited with 
the discovery of the properties of the supra- 
renal extract known as adrenalin. Bates con- 
ducted numerous opthalmological studies and 
experiments and evolved the theory that the 
lens of the eye is not a factor in accommoda- 
tion, and that all errors of refraction, including 
nearsight, farsight, astigmatism and old age 
sight are functional and curable. He estab- 
lished a clinic in New York where thousands 
of poor people were cured of defective vision 
by simple means without glasses. 
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One of the difficulties of wearing glasses is 
that in the nature of things they can never 
assist towards recovery. They are fitted to 
accommodate the error of vision. They act as 
a sort of crutch to the defective eye. There can 
be no impulse towards improvement. The usual 
history is for the error to grow worse. Many 
people make a habit of returning at two or 
three year intervals for new glasses with more 
accommodation. 

It prebably was lucky for me that though 
instructed to wear glasses indoor and out, I 
got into street brawls on two nights in succes- 
sion upon leaving the office where I worked, 
and so developed the habit of removing my 
glasses before leaving the office in case of 
trouble. In a few months my distance sight 
became markedly good. The glasses were an 
obstacle to good vision. I only wore them for 
reading and was prepared to believe that one 
could be trained out of them for reading. 


Some of Bates’ dicta are surprising and 
would be refused credence out of hand if given 
by some lesser authority. They outrage all the 
common beliefs about taking care of the eyes. 
He says that small print is better for the eyes 
than large print—that sun glasses are bad and 
the sunlight good for the eyes—that reading 
in dim light is beneficial and reading on trains 
or carriages not harmful if there is no discom- 
fort. 

Where there is perfect relaxation, he says, 
there is perfect vision. To relax the eyes and 
relieve them from strain, he tells patients to 
close their eyes, cover them with their crossed 
hands for a few minutes (“palming” he calls 
it) and visualize black. If your eyes are 
strained you'll see at first anything but black 
—colors and patterns and flashes of light. The 
visualizing of black is a method of resting the 
eyes and bringing them back into focus. “Palm- 
ing’ for five minutes about ten times a day 
and avoidance of eye-strain, he says will cure 
most cases. There are other exercises, but I 
found “palming” for less time than he advises, 
all that was necessary to enable me to discard 
glasses. 

He advises “central fixation.” That doesn't 
involve staring—rather the reverse. It means 
that one sees most vividly the portion of read- 
ing matter directly ahead—as if looking 
through a telescope. The remainder of the field 
is seen less vividly, instead of with equal dis- 
tinetness. That is why he holds that small type 
is better than large type. With large type the 
eye is tempted to take in a wide expanse of 
words; with small type one gets more words 
within the sphere of central fixation and the 
tendency to strain is reduced.

The reading public is so largely a bespec- 
tacled public that this personal experience may 
interest many readers. Here is a discovery of 
Dr. Bates that should interest all, whether 
bespectacled or not. 

In telling of how the memorizing of black 
relief from pain—more effective in 
some persons than others—Dr. Bates tells of a 
series of operations he performed on a woman 


*patient following ulceration of the eyeball. The 


ulcers had caused holes through which the 
fluids escaped. Each of them had to be closed 
by surgical operation. Cocaine employed as an- 
aesthesia at first, resulted in congestion. Ether 
and chloroform were then employed. As it 


“became desirable to get along without anaes- 


thetics, if possible, the patient was instructed 
to fix her mind on the memory of black. It 
proved so successful that 15 operations were 
performed by this novel anaesthesia. “The 
patient not only felt no pain but her self-control 
was better than when cocaine was used,” says 
Dr. Bates. e 

Other cases are cited where this form of 
self-hypnotism was employed as anaesthesia 
with success. A nervous man had four dental 
extractions, a woman had the nerves of three 
teeth removed, a 14 year old boy had a foreign 
body removed from the cornea of his eye, after 
cocaine had proved unavailing. Patients suf- 
fering pains from brain tumour, rheumatism 
and glaucoma were given relief. 

It’s worth while training to memorize black 
if in addition to relieving eyestrain, one de-

I have before me a letter asking for an 
article no pneumonia. I am pleased to answer 
this request. Remember, if you are watching 


for any special article, you may wriie to me , 


and ask for it. If I can possibly do so, I will 


run an article on the disease you want in this 
newspaper, 

The letter regarding pneu- 
monia comes from a lady who 
wants to know how best to 
prevent this disease. I am 
going to quote part of her 
letter: “My husband is now 
64 and has had pneumonia 
the last two winters. The 
doctor took me aside and told 
me he can not live through 
another attack. Maybe you 
Dr. F. McCoy could just take time to tell 
me the best things to do for him. I guess you 
know how folks are, especially men-folks, the 
woman of the family has got to look after 


them.” 

While pneumonia may become a very ser- 
ious disease, before it can develop, the resist- 
ance of the body must first be lowered. The 
germs of pneumonia are often present in the 
mouths and throats of most city dwellers and 
do no harm whatever as long as the resistance 
is high. You therefore have certain defenses 
against the disease within your body and you 
can weaken or strengthen these defenses by 
the way you live. 

Good habits of living are the best way to 
prevent pneumonia in any patient, whether or 
not that patient has had previous attacks of the 
disease. The patient who will eat the right 
foods, take sufficient exercise, get enough sleep, 
obtain regular intestinal movements each day, 
and avoid worry and enervation, has found the 
best medicine in the world for preventing pneu- 
monia. 

In those cases where there is a definite 
tendency to the disease, it is undoubtedly help- 
ful to have the patient avoid chilling, exposure 
to sudden cold, or wetting of the feet or cloth- 
ing, as these may temporarily lower the resist- 
ance. Where the patient has had other attacks 
of pneumonia, I advise that in as far as pos- 
sible, exposure to cold or wet be avoided unti) 
such time as the health can be built up in every 
way. This is just a simple, common-sense sug- 
gestion, which has a great practical value. 

Those foods which are best to eat to prevent 
pneumonia are the following: A moderate 
amount of meat each day, three or four cooked 
non-starchy vegetables and one large raw 
salad and one medium sized salad. One daily 
serving of cooked dried fruit is also of value, 
using prunes, figs, peaches, apricots or raisins. 
To this list, I would also add canned pineapple 
and canned tomatoes. Such a diet will do this 
for you. It will give you an abundance of 
food minerals which you need to build up a 
high resistance, and it also provides the bulk 
which helps you to throw off wastes and 
poisons through the intestines. An extra bene- 
fit of this kind of a diet is that it will make 
you safe from acidosis. 

This type of diet will not only help to pre- 
vent pneumonia, but within a short period of 
one month will make you feel better in every 
way. I have every confidence in making this 
statement, as I know it will work since I have 
personally seen many hundreds of patients 
improve in health after following a diet exactly 
the same as the one I am giving you today. 

I know that some of you are going to say 
that you can not afford all of the foods I sug- 
gest. An important point to hold in mind is 
that neither can you afford the doctor and nurs- 
ing bills for a severe illness such as pneu- 
monia. 

It is far easier to prevent pneumonia in the 
first place than to nurse a patient through it 
later on.

On This Date 


— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 1804, there was 
born at Londonderry, Ireland, a 
a boy who was to achieve fame 
as the first British legislator to 
pass his one hundredth birthday 
and still continue his legislative 
duties 

David Wark left Ireland when 
21, made a three months’ journey 
across the Atlantic and landed at 
Saint John where he entered a 
merchant's office as a clerk at a 
very small salary. It was not 
long, however, before his indus- 
tny and integrity were recognized 
and he rose to the top. Within 
18 years of his arrival he was 
elected to the House of Assembly; 
in 1851 he was called to the legis- 
lative council; in 1858 he was a 
member of the government and 
then recciver-general, 1858-1862 
He took a prominent part in the 
confederation struggle, but did 
not qualify as a Father of Con- 
federation. Yet when the list of 
the first senators for New Bruns- 
wick was announced his name 
was fifth on the list. 
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I first saw the old gentleman in 
1887. He was then 83. No one 
would have thought it to look at 
his stalwart figure, or to listen 
to his pregnant speeches, of a 
business man rather than a poli- 
tician. Time went on; the strong 
frame withered slightly during 
the next decade but when in the 
session of 1904 he was presented 
with his portrait (to be hung in 
the Senate lobbies; a sort of In- 
dian gift after all) he was still as 
alert mentally as he had been any 
time in his life. I do not think 
he came to Ottawa in 1905, so 
that the day when he accepted 
the portrait was his last in Par- 
liament. He died August 20, 1905, 
in his 101st year. He was given 
a funeral worthy of his public 


services. ‘ 
Our only other centenarian 
senator was Hon. G. C. Des- 


saulles of St. Hyacinthe, who died 
April 19, 1930, in his 104th year, 
thus beating Wark’s record as to 
age but not as a legislator, for he 
was only a senator for 23 years.

City Constable's Small Son Is Drowned In River 


Robert Taylor Is 
Drawn Under Ice 
By Fast Current 


+ 
Showing Playmates How| 
to Fish, Tot Falls Into 
Icy Waters—Body is Not 


Yet Recovered. 


Thrusting his small fist into the 
stream to show his two pals how to 
fish, Robert Taylor, four and a half 


year old son of Mr. and Mrs. Vel 
Taylor of the Highlands, toppled 
into the swirling waters of the Sas- 
katchewan river and was swept 
under the ice Sunday afternoon. 
The youngster went to his death 
before the eyes of his two young 
friends, Eric Van Allen, son of Mr 
and Mrs, George H. Van Allen, and | 
Bruce Owen, son of Mr, and Mrs. 
B. Owen, both Highland families. 

The body has not been recovered. 

First intimation of the tragedy 
came when, at 3:30 p.m. Sunday, 
the Van Allen youngster came home 
and told his mother of the accident. 
Mr. Van Allen called the police and 
fire department and ran across to 
Vel Taylor's residence and broke 
the news, 

Together the two men_ raced 
down over the hill below the Ma- 
grath mansion on Ada boulevard, 
but found only young Robert's 
sleigh near the shore and the prints 
of his small feet leading to the 
water's edge. 


POLICE-FIREMEN RESPOND 

Police under Sergeant-Major Dan 
Fraser arrived on the scene a few 
minutes later and commenced to 
drag the water from the shore, Cap- 
tain Jake Smith, No. two platoon 
from fire headquarters, riding the 
big hook and ladder, reached the 
river bank at the same time and 
Smith, with his big hip boots on 
braved the icy waters up to his arm 
pits as he waded in and probed 
beneath the ice crust. 

No trace of the body could be 
found. 

Halting between sobs the two 
five-year-old friends of the river 
victim, told their story to author- 
ities. 

Against orders of their parents 
they had wandered down to the 
river and young Taylor bent over 
to show his friends how fishing 
should be done. He left his sleigh | 
higher up on the bank. Leaning 
over, he toppled into the water and 
was swept down stream 100 yards 
and disappeared beneath the ice 
crust, 

WAS ONLY SON 

Terrified the two remaining 
youngsters ran up the hill and home, 
a distance of half a mile, when the 
tragedy came to light. 

Robert Taylor is the only son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Vel Taylor, his father 
being a constable on the city police 
department. Funeral arrangements 
have not yet been arranged but it 
is likely that members of the depart- 
ment will be pall bearers 


AMEND STOCK | 
INSPECTION ACT 


New provisions for the inspec- 
tion of stock and poultry carried on 
a highway in motor trucks are in- 
cluded in a bill to amend the Stock} 
Inspection Act, introduced into 


the legislature by Hon. George} 
Hoadley, minister of agriculture 
and health, 


By this amendment “every mem- 
ber of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police is empowered to inspect at 
any time without a warrant, any 
motor truck or other motor vehicle 
in or on which there is being car- 
ried any stock or poultry on any 
highway, as well as the stock and 
poultry which is being carried 
thereon.” 

The bill also defines the expres- 
sion “butcher” so as to exclude 
meat retailers who do not slaugh- 
ter and amends the provisions as to 
the driving on foot or leading ani- 
mals from a point in the province 
to a point 20 miles distant or to or 
from forest reserves. 

An amending bill to the Dairy- 
men’s Act makes more definite the 
requirements as to licensing cream- 
eries, cream stations, cheese fac- 
tories and graders of milk and 
cream and gives the minister power 
to grant or refuse a license. 

Specific penalties for operating 
without a license are named, 


Bill Provides 
Power To Review 
Alimony Orders 


Power to review orders for pay- 
ment of alimony or maintenance ac- 
cording to the circumstances of the 
parties concerned is provided in an 
amending bill to the Domestic Rela- 
tions Act, introduced into the legi- 
slature by Hon, J. F, Lymburn, 
K.C., attorney general 

The bill provides that in any case 
in which an order has been made 
for the payment of alimony upon 
it being made to appear that the 
means of either the husband or the 
wife have increased or diminished 
respectively, or that the wife has 
been guilty of misconduct, or being 
divorced has married again, the 
court may vary or modify such an 
order by altering times of payment 
or by increasing or diminishing the 
amount. 

It is also provided that payment 
may be temporarily suspended as 
to the whole or part of the amount 
and revived as the court sees fit,

THROUGH WILDS 


Noted French Scientist will 
Start Novel Journey 


From Edmonton 


A party of Edmonton axemen will 
leave Edmonton on April 1 this 
year, headed for Fort St. John, B.C., 
to commence hacking out trail west- 
ward through the wilderness for the 


expedition organized by Charles E. 
Bedaux, French scientist and 
sportsman. 


Close to 1,000 miles of old Indian 
trail will be widened out to six feet 
by the party of Edmonton lumber- 
jacks to allow the giant tractors to 
get through the trackless wilderness 
where nothing but dog-teams and 
sure-footed bronks have travelled 
before. 

Some of the roughest country on 
the continent will be crossed by the 
expedition. Bedaux, a wealthy man 
who has devoted his life to scientific 
exploration, is familiar with the 
problems facing him, for he went 
through the same country with 
horses on a hunting trip three years 
ago, 


TELEGRAPH CREEK GOAL 


The objective of the trip is far- 
away Telegraph Creek, at the south 
end of the famous Cassiar country, 
long noted for its gold, its fur and 
its big game. 

Bedaux has made three trips to 
Edmonton in connection with the 
organization of his trip, and Sunday 
he left New York city for France, 
where he will buy a number of 
tractors of a sort which he used 
with notable success on a journey 
across the shifting sands of the 
Sahara four years ago. A portable 
hoist will be carried to lift the trac- 
tors over cliffs, and huge pneu- 
matic rafts will ferry them across 
the rivers, 

Frank Swannell, a B.C., map- 
maker, has been looking over the 


country by plane and on foot for | 


the past few months. A cache of 
gasolMe, food and other supplies 
will be established at Redfern Lake, 
B.C., the first objective of the long 
trip, 300 miles northwest of Hud- 
son's Hope.
